Gunfire Ends 


24-Day Flight 


Whereabouts o! San Quen­ 
tin’s most elusive convict wa» 
dramatically 
revealed 
today 
when he was captured in Chi­ 
cago after a shooting bout writh 
police. 
Elmer Leroy Sherwood, 
23, 
an impulsive robber facing a 
Ei\e-year-tolife 
robberv 
sen­ 
tence in San Quentin, told Chi­ 
cago 
authorities a seemingly 
fantastic 
story of his 
escape 
from San Quentin Ik days ago. 
Sherwood said he fashioned a 
dummy of a man and used it to 
fool the guards while he made his 
escape from the South Cell block. 
TWO-YEAR PLAN 
He said he had been planning 
his escape for two years and little 
by little acquired the material« 
which figured in his escape. 
These are details he told Chicago 
authorities, according to United 
Press and Associated Press re­ 
ports: 
From the prison’s dispensary, he 
stockpiled 
plaster. 
Gauze 
was 
smuggled to him. He admitted 
stealing ink and glue from the 
prison’s print shop while he ob­ 
tained hair from the barber shop. 
Sherwood said he made casta 
of his limbs and body and hid 
them until they could be smuggled 
into his cell. 
Shortly after the 9 p.m. cell 
check on Sept. 7, Sherwood said he 
“dressed” his dummy in prison 
work clothes and propped it up in 
the cell to give the appearance of 
an inmate washing his hands. 
FOOLED GUARDS 
According to the robber’s story, 
guards passing the cell saw the 
dummy and apparently thought 
everything was in order and did 
not suspect Sherwood’s escape. 
Meanwhile 
Sherwood 
said he 
“hid out” in the prison yard, but 
did not explain how he got out 
of his cell and into the yard. 
Next step was to scale the prison 
wall with a grappling hoc* and a 
40-foot rope stolen from a main­ 
tenance room. Sherwood said he 
entered an unoccupied guardhouse, 
took some civilian clothes and 
shimmied down the drain pipe. 
Authorities said Sherwood made 
his way to Philadelphia where he 
took a gun from the home of hi* 
brother and then traveled to Chi­ 
cago. 
Meanwhile San Quentin authori­ 
ties issued an escape bulletin the 
next day— Sept., 8—when Sherwood 
was reported missing at the 4:45 
p.m. cell check. 
Warden Harley O. Teets’ reason­ 
ing was that Sherwood was hiding

Guest Editorial 
By E. N. FRYE, Secretary 
Marin Central Labor Council 


T he greatest single service which news­ 
papers can render to labor, and more espec- 
iailv to organized labor, is to present the 
complete {acts of developments concerning 
labor and labor relations in an impartial 
and objective manner. 
There is a lack of public understanding 
of the policies and undertakings of organ­ 
ized labor, and thev have not always been 
properly interpreted in the pas^, 1 his has 
been due in part to economic factors and 
prejudices which are disappearing, and in 
part to the fact that labor organizations 
have been somewhat inarticulate and un­ 


schooled in the arts of public relations. Pres­ 
ent-day trends are fortunately toward more 
complete disclosure of facts by both man­ 
agement and labor, offering the opportunity 
ot a fair presentation of their respective po­ 
sitions. 
A full exploration and exposition of the 
economic background of labor demands and 
disputes should be a function of newspapers 
repot ting on them. These might well include 
information as to average annual take-home 
pay of workers involved, and classes of per­ 
sons employed; these facts to demonstrate 
whether work is steady, seasonal or casual, 
and whether a majority of employees in­ 
volved are heads of families dependent prin­ 
cipally on the earnings of such workers. 
Included also should be some informa­ 
tion about the profit level and compensa­ 
tion to management in the plant or industry 
under discussion, and costs of raw materials. 


The public, as consumers, are entitled to 
know on whom the responsibility rests for 
the ultimate cost of goods or services, and 
whether these costs are reasonable in the 
light of compensation of workers and man­ 
agement, and return to investors. 
Sub standard and unsafe working condi­ 
tions should be ferreted out and exposed bv 
the newspapers with the same enthusiasm 
devoted to murder, divorce and political 
scandal. Such conditions, often in volation of 
statutes, even if tolerated by the workers af­ 
fected, through fear, ignorance or careless­ 
ness, are against the public interest, and 
should be brought to public attention for 
correction. 


A study of the causes advocated by 
labor over a period of years dem on­ 
strates that such items as the reduced 
working day, social security, including 


unemployment and retirement benefits, 


insured medical and hospital care, safety 
regulations, have all been in the public 
interest and tend to stabilize the general 
economy and reduce individual suffer­ 
ing and dependence on alms. 
T o characterize all innovations in labor 


policy as “socialistic’' and “welfare state” 
measures is obviously shortsighted. A fair 
and factual presentation of new proposals 
by labor groups would seem to be an ap­ 
propriate function of the newspapers. 
The day of screaming headlines in labor 
relations, together with armed strikebreak­ 
ers and the goon squad, should be in the 
past. Labor relations can and should be 
conducted in an orderly fashion, in accord­ 
ance with laws safeguarding the rights of 
both employer and emplovee. The task of 
the newspapers in this field is to present to 
the public ALL of the pertinent facts. T o 
this end we pledge our cooperation. 


Newspaperboy Day Observed Today 


Today we pav tribute to a very worthy 
and special group of young businessmen 
who are engaged in establishing a good rec­ 
ord in their first business venture, that of 
serving as a newspaperboy. 
Your newspaperboy is a remarkable young 
fellow by any rule one cares to use. He is 
learning by actual experience the everlast­ 
ing lessons of thrift, honesty, courtesy and 
the worthwhile rewards for faithful per­ 
formance of duty. 
He is representative of a team of more 
than 500,000 newspaperboys in the U.S. who 
earn more than $200' million each year. 
You’ll find that these young lads have bank 
accounts, saving for future education needs, 
paying a goodly portion of their expenses in 
connection with daily living and a great 
many of them, with justifiable pride, pro­ 
vide “extra luxuries” for the family such as 
household appliances, furniture, and other 
items. 
As a newspaperboy, he is afforded an op­ 
portunity to learn first hand how to develop 
his abilities as a salesman, how to meet the 
public, and how to get along with his fel­ 
low men. And occasionally he sulfcrs a set-

back or a disappointment in his first bus­ 
iness venture which serves as a lesson for 
the future. These setbacks teach him that 
one has to be alert in these competitive times 
and each mistake can be a costly one in pres­ 
tige or even monetarily. 


Thus, your newspaperboy is a young fel­ 
low' who must take his responsibilities ser­ 
iously and who will in later years take his 
rightful place among the business and pro­ 
fessional leaders of tomorrow. 


Juvenile authorities tel! us that one of 
their great problems is making sure that our 
young men utilize their spare time in a con­ 
structive manner. There is no question but 
that by accepting the responsibilities of a 
newspaperboy, a young man utilizes his spare 
time in a very' constructive manner. 


One only need check the rosters of today’s 
community leaders to learn that many of 
these same leaders attribute a great part of 
their success to the fact that they were at one 
time during their early years, one of these 
young businessmen known as newspaperboys, 
lending credence to the slogan—“Busy Bovs, 
Better Men.”

OF THE MORE than $65 mil­ 
lion. some $20 million will go im ­ 
m ediately into the sta te ’s gen­ 
eral fund, according to the way 
the laws are set up at the pres­ 
ent time. The law states th a t 
beaches and parks get 70 per 
cent of the tidelands royalties, 
while the general fund gets 30 
per cent. 
This leaves about $45 million 
to be deposited in the beaches 
and parks fund. 
However, none of the $45 m il­ 
lion can be spent until action is 
taken by 
the 
Legislature, 
for 
while the money is designated for 
beaches and parks by law, the 
Legislature m ust 
approved 
its 
budgeting. There is roughly some 
9 million dollars of the beaches 
and parks money which has been 
“borrowed” from 
the 
general 
fund during the years the oil 
revenues were in 
dispute, 
and 
this, it is assumed, will be re­ 
turned immediately to the gen­ 
eral fund. 


THIS LEAVES beaches and 
parks w ith 
approxim ately 
$36 
million surplus, and the division 
has outlined a huge expenditure 
program to acquire more beaches 
and parks, historical m onum ents, 
and to improve those already in 
operation with capital outlay in ­ 
vestm ent, such as w ater systems, 
cam p sites, sanitation facilities, 
roads, etc. 
If the state Legislature refuses 
to change the present propor­ 
tions of allocating the tidelands 
oil royalties, there can be no 
other use made of the $36 m il­ 
lion th an extending the beaches 
and parks system. 
However, dozens of suggestions 
have h it the Legislature and the 
governor ever since the Congress 
voted to return the monies to the 
states. 


Among these is an extensive 
program for wildlife conser­ 
vation 
and 
development 
of 
fishing and hunting facilities 
by the state department of fish 
and game. 


Some twenty legislators have 
contacted Governor K night and 
asked for his support for local 
projects, to be financed w ith the 
oil revenues. 


T H IS, THERE IS scarcely a 
m ajor 
state 
departm ent 
that 
would not like all or a piece of 
the rich oil revenues. 
All of which 
brings 
up 
th e 
question, which will be consid­ 
ered when the Legislature m eets 
in January, as to w hether or not 
it is unwise to specify funds for 
any given expenditure, a policy 
the state has followed for m any 
years. Abandonment of the poli­ 
cy would m ean th a t 
all 
state 
revenues would go in the gen­ 
eral fund, and th a t 
some 
200 
special funds would 
be 
elim i­ 
nated. Thus, appropriations could 
be based on need ra th e r 
than 
wealth.

West Can Whip 


Russ In Long 


Run— Gruenther

Gruenther, supreme allied com­ 
mander of North Atlantic defense j 
forces, said today Russia would be 
“beaten very badly” in the long 
run if it were to launch an all- ! 
out attack on W estern Europe at 
this time. 
G ruenther, here for a conference 
with President Eisenhower, also 
told a news conference th at with­ 
in the next three or four years— 
given West German troops and 
atomic weapons—the Western al­ 
lies would stand a “reasonably 
g(x>d chance” to stop any Soviet 
onslaught at the outset. 
OPTIMISTIC 
Gruenther, who talked to news­ 
men belore his meeting with the 
President, was optimistic about the 
chances of working out a new de­ 
fense alliance against Communism, 
despite the fresh obstacles which 
have arisen at the London confer­ 
ence. 
He emphasized, however, 
th at the problem of bringing West 
Germany into an alliance satisfac­ 
tory to Fi ance is a tough one from 
a political standpoint. 
In reply to a specific question 
regarding the prospects for war 
or peace in Europe, Gruenther 
said: 
“I think we’re going to have 
peace.” 
The general declared that the al­ 
lies’ chance-s of holding off Soviet 
forces are much better than they 
were 3*2 years ago. but th at even 
now “We don't estimate we could 
hold off an all-out Russian a t­ 
tack at the outset. 
G ruenther added th at the prob­ 
ability is the Russians “might w in 
the first phase” in any attack, 
but he added th at the Soviet has 
w hat he called another problem 
—the winning of any war 
“And he cannot win the war," 
G ruenther declared. 
Explaining, the general said that 
Is so because of the allies’ over­ 
whelming air superiority, particu­ 
larly in such long range bombers 
as the American B47.

TOPEKA INTEGRATION 
The Topeka, Kan., board of Edu­ 
cation has filed a brief with the 
U.S. Supreme Court stating that 
the court need not issue de-segre­ 
gation orders for Topeka because 
racial integration will be accom­ 
plished by September of next year. 
The board said segregation is 
being ended with “full public co­ 
operation and acceptance of both 
white and Negro pupils, teachers 
and parents.” The Topeka board 
was defendant in one of the segre­ 
gation cases on which the Suprems 
Court ruled in May. 
Florida sent another sort of brief 
to the court. Atty. Gen. Richard 
W. Ervin filed a 243-page docu­ 
ment which said Florida’s school 
system would be endangered by 
an immediate end to segregation 
or by “a decree of a period of 
short delay.” 
The brief asked for broad powers 
of discretion vested in local school 
authorities to determine adminis­ 
trative procedures.

“Actually, the individual is the 
target of any type of entertain­ 
m ent,” explained Jackson, “but 
in the movies and on the stage 
you lose sight of this fact and 
think only of audience in the 
mass. 
“THIS has to be readjusted 
in television. At most, a hand­ 
ful of persons is looking at one 
TV screen; often only one or two 
persons 
i ivolved. They cannot 
possibly react in the same way 
as they would if they were part 
of

audience. 
There can be no mass emotions, 
no mass stim ulation. 
“YOU 
C A N N O T 
wa«te time 
with preliminaries, figuring on 
your audience warm ing gradually 
to the situation. The show must 
literally shock its audience into 
attention—agreeably, maybe, but 
shock it nevertheless. And it has 
to keep punching after that be­ 
cause this is no captive audience 
th at has paid admission and will 
stay just to get its money’s worth 
even if not happy with what it 
is seeing.

bound by the progra 
“In this connection you must 
remember th at th ere is little or 
no preconditioning: of a television 
audience to a play as there is on 
the stage or in th e movies whose

and

of 
mouth, usually have some idea 
of what they are going to see. 
“THE ..TV., producer’s 
effort 
m ust stand or fall on its spon­ 
taneous appeal, or lack of it, to 
a wide range of viewers with an 
equally wide range of tastes. It 
m ust please as m any as pos­ 
sible, bore as few as possible— 
and offend none a t all. Meet­ 
ing all these specifications in a 
single show is quite a job.”

The worst part of it all was 
the attitude of his contem porar­ 
ies who regarded his dancing as 
somehow unm anly. Fo r a couple 
of years Conrad had to prove his 


m anliness w ith hte ftate. whteh 
he did frequently and well. H a v ­ 
ing established him self as neither 
neurotic 
nor 
effem inate, 
he 
found that the critical attitud e 
of his young friends disappeared 
and he was accepted as one of 
them and has rem ained so ever 
since. 


Conrad adm its that the 
mfm 
and jeers of his playm ates cre­ 
ated in him the real d eterm ina­ 
tion to stick to ballet in spite of 
them H e has by his persistence 
and sincerity overcome the pre­ 
judice to male ballet dancers as 
it applies to him . H e would like 
to aid in overcom ing it for others. 
He hopes to interest other boys 
to em bark on ballet careers and 
m ay some day start a boys' ballet 
group in M ill Valley. 


"B a lle t is a rugged career The 
physical dem ands 
are

than for athletics, but for anyone 
who likes to dance the reward« 
are great too.” he said. 
Now Conrad is a w orking m em ­ 
ber of the ballet com pany w hich 
is said to be the best ballet train- 
u»g school in the country.

C H A PT ER I — False Recordings 
in California History 


A good m any years ago, an old 
time school master used to tell 
his classes that any .dudent who 
delved deep enough into history’s 
recordings would tind much that 
was false. 


T h is seems particularly true of 
historical California. Glamorized 
accounts of ordinary happenings, 
wierd 
deductions 
by 
the 
over 
zealous 
to 
prove 
pet 
theories, 
blind 
repetition 
oi 
erroneous 
statements, ail tend to buird up 
false concepts for the future. An 
example of such recordings in 
C alifornia history is the story 
concerning the discovery of B o ­ 
dega B a y in 1775 by Lieutenant 
Ju a n Francisco de Bodega y Cua­ 
dra, while exploring the N. W. 
coast in the little schooner So­ 
nora. His 
made-on-the-s c e n e 
map clearly shows that the So­ 
nora actually anchored in Tó­ 
males B ay and that Bodega prob­ 
ably 
never 
saw 
that 
Tagoon, 
which we know today as Bodega 
Bay. 
Yet 
Bancroft 
reproduces 
this in his History of California, 
vol. II, page 81, by twisting it 
sideways and labeling this distor­ 
tion, “ Bodega Bay in 1775.” How­ 
ever, Hie compass directions re­ 
m ain on 
this reproduction, so 
probably Bancroft should be ex- 
custd lor the error as the map 
had only been recently discover­ 
ed, too late to accompany In'! ac­ 
count of the voyage in vol. I. 
f 
Th e prize package of historical 
misinformation, however, may be 
found in Henry 
W agners, Sir 
Francis Drake’s Voyage Around 
the 
W orld, 
opposite 
page 
158, 
where this writer turns upside 
down Bodega’s original map of 
Tómales Bay, obliterates the di­ 
rections thereon, then proceeds 
to tell us that here is Bodega 
Bay, which Drake entered during 
the summer of 1579. 


TO 
E X P L A IN 
away 
obvious 
discrepancies, Wagner reproduces 
a modern map of Bodega Bay for 
comparison and comes up with 
the following nonsense in a foot­ 
note, page 497; ‘‘Nothing better 
illustrates the 
changes 
in the 
bays on the coast of California 
ever since 1775 than this compar­ 
ison. Besides the filling of the 
bay proper, it is evident that the 
P u n ta del Cordon (really Tómales 
point) has grown very much larg­ 
er, so that it bounds a lagoon 
rather than a bay . . . In 1579 
perhaps the Pu n ta del Cordon 
did not exist at all .” 


Not only do modern writers of 
S ir Francis Drake display basic 
inaccuracies, but, as we shall see, 
the sources of original informa­ 
tion are contradictory, so cannot 
always be relied upon. In order 
to arrive at any worthwhile con­ 
clusion concerning our subject, it 
w ill be necessary to separate and 
weigh carefully each bit of evi­ 
dence. 


C H A P T E R II. T H R E E O LD 


N A R R A T IV E S A N D A M A P 


There are three source accounts 
and an old map that tell some­ 
thing about Francis Drake's stay 
on our northwest coast. None of 
the.se, however, can be consider­ 
ed prim ary accounts. 


Perhaps the oldest is an anony­ 
mous manuscript, of 
unknown 
date, entitled “ A discourse of Bir 
Francis Drake’s journey ana ex­ 
ploits after he had passed the 
Btraito of M agellau . . 
known 
in short as the “Discourse.” The 
unknown author may. or may 
not, have been on« of the voy­ 
agers.

Fletcher, 
chaplain 
on 
Drnke’s 
ship, made extensive notes, prob­ 
ably during the course of the 
voyage. Unfortunately, the ori­ 
ginal Fletcher manuscripts have 
been lost. In lieu of the lost notes, 
there is in the British Museum, 
London, an old manuscript which 
professes to be an exact copy of 
the Fletcher notes, covering the 
first part of the voyage. The title 
is, “ The first part of the second 
voyage about the ,.orld attempt­ 
ed, continued and happily ac­ 
complished within the time of 
three years by M ffrances Drake 
. . . ” , by John Conyers, citizen 
and apothecary of London. But 
this copy does not include any of 
Drake’s adventures in the Pacific. 
For such information there are 
two accounts based upon the ori­ 
ginal Fletcher notes, or else some 
copy, like that of John Conyers. 


One is a condensed narrative 
of Drake’s voyage, first publish­ 
ed by Richard Hakluyt in 1589, 
entitled, “ The Famous voyage of 
Sir Francis Drake in the South 
Sea, and there hence about tlie 
whole Globe of the Earth, begun 
in the yeere of our Lord 1577.” 
The Famous Voyage is the second 
oi the three source accounts. 
The third and most detailed 


narrative of this voyage is the 
W orld Encompassed, edited by 
Drake’s nephew a half century 
after the exploit. 
The original 
volume had the lengthy title; 
‘‘The World Encompassed, by Sir 
Francis Drake; 
being his next 
voyage to that to Nombre de Dios 
formerly 
imprinted; 
carefully 
collected out 
of the Notes of 
Master Francis Fletcher, Preach ­ 
er in his employment, and divers 
others his followers in the same; 
offered now at last to publique 
view, both for the honor of the 
actor; but especially for the stir­ 
ring up of heroick spirits to ben­ 
efit their country, and eternize 
their names by like noble at­ 
tempts.”—“ London; 
punted 
for 
Nicholas Bourne, and are to be 
sold 
at 
the 
Royal 
Exchange, 
1628.” 
It should be noted here, that 
no ship’s log is extant nor has 
any diary or notes ot this voyage, 
in Drakes own hand, ever been 
found.

under circumstances of which we 
know but little, by a man not 
noted for his veracity. Naturally 
they abound in discrepancies . . .” 
As here seen, the Discourse 
tells an entirely different story, 
concerning Drake’s landing on 
our Pacific shore, from the n ar­ 
ratives based on Fletcher's ac­ 
count— 
Discourse 
•*. . . being afraid to .spend long 
time in seeking for the strait, he 
turned back . . . until he came 
to 44 degrees and there he found 
a harbor for Ins ship. 
“ In this place Drake set up a 
great post . . . also he nailed 
upon tins post a plate of lead 
and 
scratched 
thereon 
the 
queen’s name. 
“ And when they had graved 
and watered their ship, in the 
late end of August they set sail 
. . (w ith) no sight of land till 
the later end of November. 


Fam ous Voyage 
. we drew back again . . . 
till we came within 38 degrees 
toward the line. In which height, 
it pleased God to send us into 
a fair and good bay . . . 
In 
this bay we anchored the 17tti 
of June. 
World Fmompasoed 
“ From the height of 48 de­ 
grees . . . to 38, we found the 
land . . . to be but low and rea­ 
sonable plain . . . In 38 30’ we 
fell with a convenient and fit 
harbor. 
“ Before we went from thence 
our general caused to be set up 
a moument of our being there 
. . . namel ya plate of brass, 
fast nailed to a great and firm 
past.” 
“ W e departed . . . Ju ly 25. And 
we continued our course . . . till 
September 30th following.” 
W lnie leading historians dis­ 
agree as to which is the more re­ 
liable, (note 1) the student of 
this phase of 
Drake’s voyage, 
must make his choice one over 
the other. Thus, it would seem 
more logical to use the detailed 
account of the Reverend Francis 
Fletcher, chaplain of the ship, 
as the basis for future calcula­ 
tions. rather than that of the 
unknown author of the Discourse. 
Not only do glaring discrep­ 
ancies stand out among the three 
accounts of D rake’s stay on tlie 
northwest coast but sim ilar dif- 
ierences appear within the prin­ 
cipal narrative, the W ork! En-

compassed, which also must 
>e 
ironed out before any definite 
conclusions can be reached. 
The author of the World E n ­ 
compassed complains of the bit­ 
ter cold claimed to have been 
experienced here in mid-summer. 
In sailing down the coast this 
narrator tells us tha “ every hill 
(whereof we saw many, but none 
very high), though it were iu 
Ju n e and the sun in his nearest 
approach unto then (was) cov­ 
ered with snow.” 
And where 
Drake anchored in 38 30', “ nei­ 
ther could we at any time, in 
whole 
fourteen 
days 
together, 
find the air so clear as to be able 
to take the height of sun or star 
. . “ the natural inhabitants of 
the place . . . used 
to come 
shivering to us in their warm 
furs. . . . Besides, how unhand­ 
some and deformed appeared the 
face of the earth itself, showing 
trees 
without 
leaves 
and 
the 
ground 
witnout 
greenness 
in 
those months of Jun e and Ju ly. 
The poor birds and fowls not 
daring so much as once to arise 
from their nests after the first 
egg laid, till it, with all the rest, 
be hatched and brought to some 
strength of nature, able to help 
itself.” 
Bancro t says, “ Stillm an and 
his witnesses imply that Drake s 
ship 
was grounded to be 
re­ 
paired and graved, but only one 
of the narratives, and that the 
least reliable 
(Discourse) 
con­ 
tains such a statement.” 


B Y C A L L IN G upon i l l of one's 
credulity, it might be claimed 
that a continued eruption ol Mt. 
Lassen could have idled the air 
so full of volcanic dust as to shut 
off the sun’s rays and bring about 
this terrible cold during the sum­ 
mer oi 1579. However, there k> no 
need of such speculation, lor it is 
quite obvious that the author un­ 
dertook to embellish the Fletcher 
account, “ for the honor of the 
actor,” and perhaps to provide 
excuses for his failure to discov­ 
er a northwest passage. This tale 
contradicts its own assertion of 
frigid summer temperature, by 
stating, more plausibly, a little 
farther along, that the Indiana 
“ lor the most part go naked.” 


TH E L IA R here was not the 
Reverend PHetcher, as Bancrott 
was so ready to believe. 


After considering 
the 
W orld 
Encompassed, our inaui authority 
covering Francis D rakes stay in 
Cftliiornia, with a deal of scepti­ 
cism and all its imbellishmenta 
and interpolations with several 
grams of salt, it will perhaps bw 
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Bummer squash loses its flavor 


and tenderness once it has be­ 
come over-developed. It is best

(Continued Prom Page M3) 
pos-ible to derive some sound 
conclusions concerning the exact 
place where the Golden Hind 
dropped anchor in the summer of 


1579. 


NEAR THE dose of the 16th 
century Josse de Hondt, (better 
known under his Latinized name 
JudOCliS 
Hondius—1567-1611 ) 
a 
map maker of Holland, published 
an elaborately engraved map of 
Drake’s Voyage around the world. 
Along the border of this map 
were 
several 
sm all 
imprints— 
sm all maps showing the anchor­ 
age in New Albion, the port of 
Jav a the Greater and the island 
of Gillolo, together with pictures 
ot Drake’s ship, one showing her 
stranded upon the rocks. 


A brief account of the voyage 
in Dutch, entitled, "A short des­ 
cription of that most celebrated 
voyage of Captain Drake,” was 
added to this map. At the begin­ 
ning is a picture of Drake and 
at the close of the account is 
mention of Cavendish's voyage, 
who ' held the same course as 
Drake around the whole world 
with less damage and in shorter 
tim e’’ »July 21, 1586 —September 
15, 1588. Prefixed to this notice 
was a portrait of that traveler. 


HOW EVER we are here con­ 
cerned only with the sm all insert 
oi the harbor in Nova Albion, 
which will hereafter be referred 
to as Hondi us map. 


It may aLo be possible to ob­ 
tain 
some 
slight 
information 
from the following miscellaneous 
da t a . 


John Stow '1525-16051 wrote of 
Drake, ‘‘He was more skillful in 
all poyntes of navigation than 
any that ever was before his 
time, in his time, or since his 
death. He was also of a perfect 
memory, great observation, elo­ 
quent by nature, skillful in artil­ 
lery, expert and apt to let blood, 
and gave physicke unto his peo­ 
ple according to the climates, 
he was low ol stature, of strong 
limbs, 
broad 
breasted, 
round 
headed, brown hayre, full beard­ 
ed, his eyes round, large and 
cleare, well favored, fay se and of 
a cheerful countenance . . . he 
was married unto two wives both 
young, yet he himself and ten of 
his brethren dyed without issue 
. . . in briefe he was as famous 
in Europe and America a*- Tam- 
berlaine in Asia and Affrica.” 
'In his un perfections he was 
Ambitious 
for 
honor. 
Uncon­ 
stant in amity. Greatly affected 
to popularity." 


DRAKE MADE his youngest 
brother, Thomas, his heir. Prom 
Thom as the present Drake fam ­ 
ily is descended although the 
male line has become extinct. 
Drake died off Porto Bello in 
February 1596. 
Early mariners used only the 
crudest of navigating instruments 
which made the determination of 
one's bearings, in Drake’s time, 
more or less a hap-hazzard un­ 
dertaking. For instance, it wa.s 
d i f f i c u l t for the navigator, 
standing on a bobbing rolling 
deck, to hold a simple quadrant 
perpendicular to an even keel, 
line up sun or star through peep 
holes, then mark with finger tip 
or have an assistant read the de­ 
gree of arc cut by a swaying 
plump line. 


Cabriilo »1542) was two degrees 
or more too high in his deter­ 
mination of northern latitudes. 
He placed Monterey Bay in 39 . 
If Drake was no more accurate 
than this, his 38* 30 n. latitude 
might well 
have been 
as far 
south 
as 
Monterey 
or 
Point 
Pinos. 


For more than a century, the 
Spaniards placed Point Reyes m

30’, based no doubt on the 
findings ol Ccrmei.f* < 1595). Al­ 
lowing Di akt aj. pi oximately the 


same margin of error, as later 
made by Cermeño and Viscaino 
(1603», Drakes 38c 30’ reckoning 
would place

anchorages in 
this vicinity so 
t h e i r physical characteristics, 
along with the feasibility for the 
Golden Hind to enter each must 
be studied. 


DRAKE’S FLAG SH IP the Gol­ 
den Hind or Pelican a- she was 
first named, had three m asts, a 
long 
slender 
bowspirit 
and 
a 
much 
-hoiter 
spar 
ex, ending 
from 
the stern. The 
bowsprit 
carried a cioss aim , which sup- 
ported a squaje sprit sail. Ship 
designers had not, as yet thought 
of 
placing 
stay 
sails between 
m asts or stay and jibs from foie- 
mast tc bowsprit. 


As depicted on the Hondius 
map the main and forem ast were 
square rigged. Each m ast carried 
two yard arm s which supported 
a coursing and a top sail. The 
mizzen mast carried a latten rig; 
that is, one large triangular sail, 
held by a long, sloping yard arm. 


SOME Al THO R1TIES say that 


the main and forem an each ear­ 
ned an upper and lower top sail 
with 
an 
additional 
arm ; 
also 
that the foremast had a torward 
rake 
while 
the 
mizzen 
m ast 
slanted backward. The main m ast 
apparently 
had 
an 
excessive 
height, greater than the overall 
length of the hull. 


Characteristic of the times, the 
huir was built up high astern 
with a quarter deck and a short 
poop deck 
A raised forecastle 
squared off at the bow, as the 
stem terminated in a long, n ar­ 
row beak 


According to the World En­ 
compassed, Drake’s ship was of 
100 tons burden and near the 
end of this account, when tne 
narrator tells about the Golden 
Hind going aground on a reef 
of the Celebes, we are informed 
that it “required thirteen foot 
water to make her fleet.” »float) 


At first sight, these two state­ 
ments seem incongruous. If we 
are to believe marine ship arch­ 
aeologist-, a 100 ton vessel of 
Queen 
Elizabeth’s 
time 
would 
have approximately these dimen­ 
sions; 75 feet overall length, Keel 
50 feet, beam 25 feet and 12'. leet 
depth with a draught of seven 
or 7 ’ . leet. However, modern de­ 
signéis and shipwrights have not 
been successful in constructing 
so called replicas of ancient ves­ 
sels; a( witnessed two reproduc­ 
tions of Columbus’ flagship, th at 
steered poorly, pitched and rolled 
and generally behaved badly in 
rough weather, and also Halbur- 
ton’s junk, in which he was lost 
while attem pting to cross the Pa- 
eilic. 


IT WOULD SEEM, therefore, 
that the ancient shipwrights had 
something to compensate for the 
buht-up, top heavy appearance 
of their vessels. Perhaps their 
hulls had extra deep keels, to 
give them better steerage and 
seaworthiness, which acted some­ 
thing like a center board in a 
modern yacht. 


If it be true that Drake’s ship 
actually drew 13 feet of water, 
and there is no apparent reason 
why the narrator should exagger­ 
ate this, then several 
lagoons 
along our coast, which different 
historians araent.ly claim a.* his 
“fit 
and 
convenient 
harbor” 
would be eliminated forthwith. 
In siah event no further discus­ 
sion should be wasted on such 
locations as Boocga Bay, D rak es 
inner lagoon or Limanteur Bay, 
and Bolinas Bay. However, we 
shall see that these locations jack 
other qualifications and specifi­ 
cations lor a choice as D rakes 
harbor u Nova Albion.

A sizeable band of Uncle Sam ’s

area. 
B y day . . . and most nights 
. . . the officers and men of the 
9364th can’t be told from 
any 
other citizens. But on Wednesday 
night of each week they gather 
for training sessions which cover 
a wide field—everything from an 
ins|>ection tour to see the latest 
in air defense radar at the 666th 
Aircraft Control

Liberator “ Big Jo b ” 
in 
which 
Street was flying his third mis­ 
sion ran out of fuel while re­ 


turning to its North African base 
from the bombing of Comiso a ir­ 
drome in Sicily. All 10 crewmen 
bailed out in the heart of the 
Libyan desert. 
An account of their experience 
which appeared In Coronet mag­ 
azine for March, 1945, makes this 
comment: 
“ Seldom has a group of cast­ 
aways been more ill-equipped for 
a fight against the desert. They 
wrere dressed in khaki trousers 
and shirts and G I shoes. There 
were no arms, no rations, 
no 
water 
and no signaling equip­ 
ment. Several of the crew had 
small pocket compasses, but they 
proved of little help 
in 
that 
endless volcanic waste.” 
A search was organized quick­ 
ly, both by land and air. Finally, 
on the 10th day, six of the crew 
including Street were picked up 
by a ground party and taken to 
an improvised landing strip from 
which they were flown to a hos­ 
pital. The other four men never 
were found. 
Street emphasized that there 
are plenty of opportunities in the 
9364th for former Air Force per­ 
sonnel who are not now members. 
“ Our primary concern,” 
said 
Street, 
“ is 
to 
keep Air Force 
skills at as high a level as pos­ 
sible, so 
that if we 
ever 
are 
needed on active duty again— and

He .iad seven sons and three 
daughters, who were all devoted 
to their father and to each other 
and constituted a very happy 
family 
“NOW THERE was a day when 
the sons of Job came to present 
themsefves before the Lord, and 
Satan came also among them. 
God spoke of Job as a perfect 
man, but Satan asked, “Doth Job 
fear God for naught?” 


So God permitted Satan to 
strip Job of all his possessions. 
One day when Job's sons and 
daughters were feasting in one 
brother’ house, a man came to 
Job and said his oxen had been
